1. A total of six trains loaded with 240 T 34 tanks, bearing no iieeriotiona , 
arrived at the Rostock freight station on 2h, 27 and 29 April. The tanks © 
drove through the town toward Barnstorf. 


All dependents of Soviet officers were to be returned to the USSR on 5 June. 
The Rostock-Gartenstadt quarter was to be completely evacuated by the 
civilian population by 1 June. 


3. Tank parts (tracks, wheels, turrets, etc.) jwhich had been shipped from 2 
Leningrad, \ were unloaded in Rostock harbor.: All the parts were loaded on 


freight cars and shipped to Kirchmoeser. There, it is assumed, the penta 
will be assembled into tanks. ‘ 
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
